New Law. Effective 
June 13, Prohibits 
Plate Transfer 


KATTLE, Wash., May 8. 
—Car dealers of this 
state must be certain not to 
overlook the new law relative 
to license plates “staying with 
the car,” which will go into 
effect on June 13. If this is 
not done, serious 
quences may result. 
E. G. Heffman, secretary of the 
Seattle Automobile Dealers Associ- 
ation, is using every means to ap- 
prise dealers of the new law, so 
that there will be no careless vio- 
lations. It has been the practice 
in Washington for so many years 
to remove the license plates from 


any car traded in that it will be 
hard to break the habit.

The new bill is known as Senate 
Bill 104. It provides “that the li- 
cense plates issued with the original 
license shall be transferred with 
the transfer of ownership of the 
motor vehicle and shall remain on 
such vehicle during the calendar 
year for which such license is 
issued.”’ 

In a_ review 
Washington just completed by 
special committee of the 
association, consisting of 
Sands, Floris Nagelvoort 
Eaton, A. F. Blangey, C. H 
and A. R. Tyson, it is shown that 
only one other measure had been 
sponsored by the club, namely, cer- 
tificate of title law.

All this brings out once more the fact that city park- 
ing arrangements need radical revision. Big department 
stores in building new homes today are making provision 
for the parking of customers’ cars. In the future mer- 
chants are going to suffer from being distant from a park- 
ing space. We have got to find a solution of this problem 
that will give potential buyers ready access to shops in 
which they desire to trade. Whether we go up in the air 
or underground, convenient parking areas have got to be 
provided, which will not interfere with moving traffic.

MARMON MOTOR CAR COMPANY 

OP ee fae of cars from all plants of the Marmon 
_)» Motor Car Company recently have been breaking all 
records in the history of the industry. Earnings prospects 
were never brighter, being vastly improved over 4 year ago. 

A number of things have brought this about. Perhaps the most 

@ important single factor has been the unquestioned success of the 

toosevelt car, an eight-cylinder job selling in the $1,000 price class. 

This achievement has been a real one and has attracted the atten- 

tion of the automotive world, 

The addition of the Roosevelt to the Marmon line resulted in the 
*xpansion of the dealer organization, and more than 650 new dealers ind 
distributors have been added since the first of the year. This has natu- 
raliy strengthened the sales position of the rest of the Marmon line and 
has helped bring about the tremendous increase in factory shipments 

Deliveries of cars to dealers in April totaled 6,029, as compared with 
4 ad in March and with 2,406 in the correspon din g month of 1928. Un- 
tilled orders at the beginning of May were the reeset in the history ot 
the Brana and May is practically certain to exceed April in shipments 
Th's will mean a new record month for th ompany, April Celiveries 
having been a new high 

tecord earnings for the first half of 1929 already seem assured. 
Estimates are placing the figure at $1,890,000, as compared with 
$1,288,000 in the first six months of 1928. Estimates are being made 
that the net income for the fiscal year ending February 28, 1930, will 
run from $10 to $15 a share, as compared with $6.01 for the last fiscal 
year. The total net income for the last fiscal year was $1,271,665, 
comparing with $280,367 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1928. It 
will be noted that the last two fiscal years overlapped, so that accu- 
rate comparisons are not available. 

If the company is to attain earnings of between $10 and $15 a share 
in the current fiscal year, sales of cars must more than double those 
of the year ended February 28 last. Sales are doing this right now, and 
provided the seasonal slumps are no greater than last year, they will 
continue to do so. It is estimated that it will be necessary to sell 35,000 
units to reach the earnings total as predicted, compared with sales of

The fact that the company could return a protit of $6 per share 
on the common stock in a year marked by heavy expenses incident to 
bringing out an entirely new car, speaks well for it. Certainly the 
annual income report does not reflect the full earning strength of the 

company. But the full power should be observed in the current year 
unless further additions are made to the line, which appears now to 
be pretty well rounded out. Increased export trade will help, outlets 
now being accessible in forty different countries 

Marmon has achieved much in the past two years. It has 
broken new soil, and perhaps planted seeds that will bring forth 
greater prosperity for all time. Prior to 1927 the Marmon company 
was only in the higher price field, where its position was strong but 
limited. Developments since that year have been of great signifi- 
cance, and now the company is represented by a complete line of 
eights, some of which are selling in the lower six-cylinder range. 

The financial structure of the company has been considerably 
strengthened as the result of changes made in the capitalization early 
this year. The authorized common stock was increased from 200.000 
shares to 400,000, of which 60.000 shares were offered to stockholders and 
immediately purchased at $55 a share. The capital account was credited 
with an amount sufficient to increase this account to $7,000,000, and the 
balance of the proceeds of sale was credited to surplus. The purpose of

This company originated in the Nordyke & Marmon Company. 
which was organized in 1876 to manufacture flour mill machinery. 
The production of automobiles was started in 1904 and by 1926 the 
product had gained sufficient nopularity to enable the company to 
sell its other business to the Allis-Chalmers Company. The present 
name was assumed in that year. Until recently the company owned 
its own body plant, but it was sold to Hayes Body Corporation, which 
is producing Marmon bodies under contract. 

The real progress of the company has been made under the leader- 
ship of G. M. Williams. who became president in’ 1924. Mr. Williams 
proceeded to reorganize the entire plant and within a few months turned 
out the large Marmon “74.” The business of 1925 showed an increase of 
102 per cent. over 1924. In 1926 came the reorganization above referred 
to and at the January, 1927, automobile shows the first Marmon eight- 
eylinder straight-eight car was introduced, marking the entrance of the 
company into a price class lower than $2,000.
